haaybirds have heen active lately in our houses. These small bright&y 
coloured beetles hibernate in great clusters in garden sheds, “under loese bark 
of trees and in many crevices and corners in éur houses. They beceme active 
in werm rooms in the evenings and hunt anbngst our house plamts in the hope of 
finding aphids. During the first week in February, on ene ef those levely 
sunny days between frosty nights, I saw a small tortoise-shell butterfly flying 
in the garden. Hibernating animals d&’ wake up when temperatures rise, only to 
have to. return to sleep again until. the real Spring arrives. 


Ss soon as this snow and frost gces there will be signs of growth in the 
hedgerows. Hazel catkins are lengthening and coltsfoot and dandelions are 


ready to Slower in March.. 


The Bewick swans are still in the valley, together with wigeen and teal and 
other winter visitors. 


Perhaps the most unusual visitor this past month has been the fox, descrihed 
below, which has adopted the Wards at Maunds Farmhouse.

At the time cf writing this, a fox has hardly left our garden for ever a week. 


He appears to be somebody's pet as he is wearing a light brown leather collar 
and shows no fear of humans. I have tried to find hiw ewner by centacting 
the police, the R.S.P.C.4a., Chipperfield's Circus and by a broadcast on Radio 


_outezd, wut se far all in vain. The Dept. of Zoology in Oxford have just 
completed a three year study of foxes, during which they attached collars with 


emal] radio transmitters to a number of animals, but the bettas used were net 
like the one which our fox is wearing. 


T am very happy to have him around as, apart from making wur cat a little 
eveus, he is doing ne harm and is a pleasure te watch. Foxes are supposed 
to be nectutnal creatures, but this fellcw appears: to sleep all night in our 
open-sided barn. I can follow his movements very easily nust now by his 
footprints in the snow, and I can see that he has been over the back wall and 
into the fields by the Paddocks a couple of times. During the day he looks 
for a stmny, sheltered positien, qhite often hard against our hack door, which 


has glass all the way down and gives us a splended view ef him. I did not 
feed him at first, but when the snow was thick I gave him seme of the cat's 
tinned meat. He is not very fond of this, nor the dog variety, but a bene 


with some meat on it is always acceptable. 


When he dveps he buries his face in his husy tail to keep warm, but he is a 
restless, nervous sleeper; an inhorn necessity for survival. Foxes can live 
for about eight years but rarely survive mere than eighteen menths as adults, 
many being killed crossing roads. They are usually shy’ef humans, but take 
rats, mice, voles, hedgehogs, rabbits and, of course, chickens if they can 
reach them. I hope my new friend has not touched your chickens, and I would 
‘be very pleased to hear from anyone’ who knows where this tame stranger belongs.
